(Original) The golf ball of claim 1, wherein the staged resin film comprises one or 
more of a polyurcthanc, polyurca, cpoxy, dicne rubber, unsaturated polyester, 
silicone, or interpenetrating polymer network. 

(Original) The golf ball of claim 1, wherein the staged resin film comprises a partially 
or totally blocked polyisocyanate. 

(Original) The golf ball of claim 1, wherein the staged resin film comprises a ketimine 
bond derived from a ketone or an aldehyde and an amine having a branched carbon 
atom or a ring member carbon atom bond at the X-position. 

5. (Original) The golf ball of claim 1, wherein the staged resin film further comprises an 
additive, filler, fiber, flake, articulate material, or mixture thereof. 

6. (Original)The golf ball of claim 5, wherein the additive, filler, fiber, flake, particulate 
material, or mixture thereof increases the specific gravity of the staged resin film. 

7. (Original) The golf ball of claim, wherein the additive, filler, fiber, flake, particulate 
material, or mixture thereof decreases the specific gravity of the staged resin film. 

8. (Original) The golf ball of claim 5, wherein the additive* filler, fiber, flake, or 
particulate material, or mixture thereof alters moisture transmission.

(Currently Amended) The golf ball component of claim 23, wherein the thermosetting 
staged resin film oompoGition further comprises at least one material that alters 
moisture or vapor transmission through the golf ball component . 

(Currently Amended) The golf ball component of claim 23, wherein the thermosetting 
staged resin film compooition is part of a laminate. 

(Currently Amended) A golf ball component comprising a core and a layer disposed 
ab out the core, wherein the layer comprises a partially cured thermosetting staged 
resin fi lm having a Shore D hardness that is abo ut 10 percent to about 80 percent of a 
completely cured staged resin film and a tensile strength that is about 10 p crccntto 
about 80 percent of a com plete ly cured staged resin film, and wherein the layer is part 
of a laminate having a thickness of less than about 0.89 mm at least on e portion 
formed from a th e rmos e tting r e sin eompooition having at least a-first stage and n 
s econd stage, wherein the first atage bar , a first numb er of r e act e d groups, wher e in th e 
second stage has a second numb e r of rcaotod groups greater than tho first number of

33. (Currently Amended) The golf ball component of claim 30, wherein the thermosetting 
staged resin film composition further comprises at least one material that alters 
moisture or vapor transmission through the golf ball, increases adhesion between 
incompatible golf ball layers, alters the specific gravity of the golf ball, or a 
combination thereof. 

34. (Currently Amended) The golf ball component of claim 30, wherein the l ayer has a 
thickness of less than 0.76 mm renin composition is part of a laminate . 
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
